MILK  SUPPLY 


There  are  throe  cowl-coopers  in  tho  district.  The  bulk  of  the 
milk  consumed  comes  from  farms  outside  tho  area.  These  premises 
together  with  the  dairies  and  milk  shops  are  inspected  regularly 
and  are  kept  in  a  clean  condition.  There  are  22  retail  purveyors 
of  milk- registered  to  sell  within  the  Urban  District  and  of 
those  eight  are  from  adjoining  areas  who  sell  milk  on  rounds 
within  the  district.  The  following  shows  the  number  of  licenced 
distributors  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders,  1936 
and  1938:-
